One of the most enthusiMtle road 
meetiDgs ever held in Adair county 
wu the 8[athering of the people at the 
courthouse, in Columbia, taut Friday 
afternoon. The purpose of the meet- 
ing was to effect a permanent organ- 
izatioa, looking to Ui« building hf 
the Dixie Shoct Boute from Chatta- 
nooga Tenn., to Louisville. Ky. All 
the counties along the line were rep- 
nMDted by boslneM and p ro f ess ional 
men. 

Judge H. C. Baker, of Columbiaj in 
a well worded speecVi, stated the ob- 
ject of the meetiug and at the close of 
his remarks Mr. Heury S. McEIroy. of 
Lebanon, was elected Chairman, and 
Mr. J. R. Thomas, of the Lebanon 
Falcon, and J. £. ItuotU ebosen 
secretariea. 

iBtaUw the ehatr Mr lleBlioy 
made a strong speech, favoring the 
short route, telling the people of the 
ffiMbb«Mttsteb« Mf«d by theiti 
when the road is located and com- 
pleted. The speaker was enthusiastic

the prime mover of the project, who 
declared that he knew that Mr. 
James' heart was in the worlc and that 
the Short Route would be built. 

Capt. K. M. Shelley and Mr. W. A. 
Garrett, of Jamestown, Tenn., spoke 
for their end of the route. Both gen' 
tlemen stated that the counties in 
Tmnensos through which this road 
woud pass, had voted bonds and that 
their people were alive to the prop 
osition. 

Mr. S. L. Jarvis spoke for Clinton 
county. Ky.. saying that his people 
would vote to bond the county, and 
the day Xor the voUog bad btsi 
named 

Mr. ChariisC. Wheeler and Mr. J 
R. Gains spoke for JeHeison county, 
and Judge Wallace Brown represented 
Jselson county. Other short talks 
were made, all tbo speaken favoring 
the Dixie Short Boate Tfa OolomMa 
to Louisville, taking in Taylor, Mari- 
on, Washington, Nelson and Bullitt 
counties.

The time is approaching when you 
will begin your schools, and when I 
will begin to see by my annual visits, 
how the sdMols ars getting along. 

As more will be required of you this 
year as respects sanltatioov than has 
ever been required before, I tlxKight 
it not amiss to have a little confiden- 
tial talk with you before the schools 
open. If I eoold have kept my class 
of teachers at what it was 12 years 
ago, the task would be very much eas« 
ier on mia, and more profitaUe to yon. 
But many who taught at that time 
are out of the business now. A few, 
very few ha^o died. A eon s Wer a ble 
number have married, many have gone 
to seek greener pastures, and are 
teadiing in other i^aeea, and all theee 
places have had to be filled by new be- 
ginners, and will liave to learn sanita- 
tion from the beginning. Mora things 
will have to be done this year than 
formerly. And I am giving you this 
talk to indicate to yon what tha«» 
things will be. In the first place I 
shall want the school grounds to be 
kept in better condition than ever be- 
fore. The play ground is just as im- 
portant as anytliing pertaining to the 
sehooL The yard around tha sehooi 
house if permitted to grow up in 
briars and bushes.to the very door of 
the house alwajp indicates a careless 
teacher on the inside. The develop 
ment of the bodies of the children, is 
just as important as the development 
of their minds. Let the play ground 
then, be looked after at the very be- 
ginning of the school. If the house 
has been built in the woods, and old 
rotten logs and stumps and brush are 
still there, put the larger Ixtysand the I 
larger girls to work to have them piled ' 
and burned. If you will manage to 
make the children think it is play in- 
stead of work, the task will be very 
much easier. In the school house a 
broom should never be used. A mop 
costs very little more than a broom, 
and mopping off the floor is more in 
accordance with modern sanitation, 
than sweeping. Mop the floor and 
dust off the fnmiture with a wet rag 
and you keep the dus^ o.:t of the 
lungs, and if there kre tuiy (ii<ease 
germs in the dost of the school, you 
avoid scattering the disease by using 
the mop instead of the broom. The 
law in Keotoeky does net require this, 
but it does in many of the States, and 
it is oply a questim of a .very little 
time when it will be required in !Ken- 
tucky, and the teacher who will make 
this change at the beginning of the 
coming term, win stand oat prom- 
inently as one of the progressives of 
the county. The law do^ not compel 
meto niake this diange, and if I 
should do it, it wilf be purely as a 
matter of modern sanitation. When 
I Tlsityoorsehoiteaal diall do be- 
ginning early in July, I shall be 
pleased to find that many of the teach- 
ers are in the front p r u g rsss i Te rank. 
And then in the honaaone of the first 
things to be done is to look after the 
ventilation- YentUatlOn is Jost as 
important, or more so in summer as it 
is in winter. The new houses that 
have tetrty been bnilt, are nearly all 
deficient in ventilation. The upper 
sash In nearly all the new houses, and 
insaany of tha old, eannot be lowered 
at all. You must remedy this evil, if 
you have to carry with joufrom home 
a chi se l and mallet fqt Uila porpose. 
When I come to see you I don't want 
to find your house in this unsanitary 
condition. I shall prepare myself 
with these tools, and when I find that 
this has not been done, I shall with 
your aasistanee do it myself, and then 
I will know that it has been done. 

Then there is a question of lights 
from the windows. Kentaeky has 
never kept up with the general pro- 
cession in the matter of school sanita- 
tion. It is not best for the light to 
come from both sides of the house, and 
yet all our houses are built that way. 
The light should be so arranged that 
it will strike the pupil over the left 
shoulder, but the teachers can over- 
come this difficulty by shading with 
some cheap material the windows on 
the right side. Then the teachers 
should always fie watchful of their 
ohikiren's eyes. They should never 
pmnlt tbam to hold their books too 

ognorance with respect to these little 
things, many a child from a simple 
habit has becomo permaDently near-

They should 
not be permitted to grow up with 
crooked backs. The desks should be 
of proper height. .The children's feet 
should rest firmly on the floor, and tha 
desks should be adjusted with a view 
to this end. No common drinldng 
eupahonldbealknredin any aoliooL 
Every child, or at least every 
should have an individual 
cup, and tha t eae h a r i shenld soathat 
this rule be observed by all the school. 
I will give further direction as to 
heating balm tima to bagui to naa 
the stoves. Then I want every teach- 
er to keep a ckise watch for every ona 

among children. If any one of these 
should make its appearance in tha 
nel^iboiheed ef aaj aettool, I waaltn 

be notified of it at once. I do not in- 
tend for any of these diseases to 
sprsad, ner4» I p e sfoss to suspend 

any school on account of them I will 
hold myself in readiness to obey any 
call in anf part of thaeoonty* tokmk 
after thasathlBip, and the teachers 
have only to flommaail me. This may 
be an innovation, if so it will soon ba 
the real thing. I shall make a de- 
termined effort to keep tliese pests out 
of the county. And I want tha peo- 
ple, the great common people to help 
me at least by tlieir encouragement. 
Thwaia more sense in allowing meas- 
les, mumps, scarlet fever and whoop- 
ing cough ti destroy our children, 
than to di.noj smallpox to do the same 
thing. If you are not teaching on a 
telephone line, a notice to me by pos- 
tal card will coet you onlo one cent, 
and any teacher can afford ttiat little 
expense, for the good that is likely to 
sprtaffNaalt.

A paper lifeboat that can be 
packed away in a apoea of about 
one eaUe foot, hot wideh when 
hiflilBd, ia aaa worthy aad dnra- 
bio,iBthohiv«atioa«f a ntired 
adadialof tho Japaaaaa aavy. 
Tho boat ia eoaatractad fnai the 
the Japaaaaa paper called "hash- 
ikiraza," which ia treated chem- 
ically to make it waterproof. 

The paper comes from the mul- 
berry tree. It is unusually dura- 
ble and possesses great strength 
when the stressea an in the di- 
loetioa of tho fiber. 

Afhhiahoaraf paper that is 
■ tro ag whaa Bt roaiad iaaay di- 
reetioa ia OMdo by paatiag to- 
gether two ahaata with tho fibers 
crooaiBg at fight anglea. Thiaia 
the way in which the paper 
boats are constructed. The first 
boat manufactured by the admi- 
ral consisted merely of a large 
pillow with a depression in the 
center, the whole being inflated 
with air. Because of the ease 
with which papw can be punc- 
tured, it was neceeaacy to change 
of eoaati'mliou. so

This nation is now entering upon 
an era of marine development. The 
wreckage of European commerce has 
drifted to our shores and the world 
war ia maMag an pr e e ad ant ad de- 
mands for the products of farm and 
factory. In transportation facilities 
on land \\ c lead the world but our port 
facilities are inadequate, and our flag 
ia seldom seen in for^gn ports. If 
our government would only divert the 
energy we have displayed in conquer- 
ing the railroads to mastering the 
commerce of the sea, a foreign bot- 
tom wonld.be nnlmowa oa tke oeeaa'a 
highways. 

This article will be confined to a 
discussion of our ports for the pro- 
ducts of the farm must pass over our 
wliarta before leachias tlie water. We 
have in this nation 51 ports, of which 
41 are on the Atlantic and 10 are on 
the Pacific Coast. The Sixty-second 
Congress appropriated over $51,000.- 
000 for improying oar Rivers and 
Harbors and private enterprise levies 
a toll of approximately $50,000,000 
annually in wharfage and charges for 
which no tangible service is rendered. 
TlM latter item should ke lifted oft 
the backs cf the fanner of this na- 
tion and this can be done by Congress 
directing its appropriations to ports 
that are free where vessels can tie up 
to a wharf and discharge her cargo 
tree of any fee or charge. 

A free port is progress. It takes 
out tlie unnecessary link in the chain 
of transactions in commerce which 
has for eentories laid a heavy hand 
upon commerce. No movement is so 
heavily laden with results or will 
more widely and equally distribute 
its benefits as that of a free port 
and n^ne can be more eaaHy and ti- 
f actively secured.

The political agitator must be elim- 
inated from public life before thought- 
fnl consideration can be given to a 
constructive program in government. 
The liquor question is the most pro- 
lific breeding ground for agitators and 
whether pro or anti, the hatch is 
eqtully as undesirable. This article 
is in no sense a discussion of the- li- 
quor question but deals solely and by 
way of illustration with the political 
prodncta of that issue. Other sub- 
jects 'will be dealt with in the order 
of their importance. 

In the history of our government 
the liquor issue has never produced 
a constructive statesman worth men- 
tioning and it never will. It has sent 
more freaks to Congress, Lilliputians 
to the Senate and incompetents to 
office than any -other pelitical iaaoe 
under the son. 

The recent experience of the Eng- 
lish Parliament which lashed itself 
into a fury over the liquor question 
haa a lesson that it is well for the 
farmers of this nation to observe; for 
the subject in some form or other is 
constantly before the public for solu- 
tion and ofttimes to the exclusion of 
more important proUMBS to tiie Amer- 
ican plowmen. 

Too Many Political Drunkards. 

Lloyd-George, the Prohibition leader 
of Europe '.\ hu led the prohibition fight 
in England, has declared that he will 
never again take a drink politically 
and there are many American politi- 
cians — pro and anti — who would render 
their country a service by climbing 
on the water wagon or signing a pledge 
of political temperance. Too often 
our legislative bails are tiumed into 
political bar-rooms and many of the 
members become intoxicated on liquor 
discussions. We have too many polit- 
ical drunkards — pro and anti — in our 
public affairs. No one who is a slave 
to the political liriuor habit is quite 
so capable of dealing with the h.i.-i 
uess affairs of government as the 
sober and industrious. We have few 
public men in this day who are strong 
enough to resist the temptation of 
strong drink politically and when the 
demon Rum once becomes firmly en- 
trenched in the mind of a politician, 
he is less capable of meeting the de- 
mands for constructive statesmanship 
now confronting this nation. 

We liave in this country too many 
red-nosed priiticlsna both pro and 
antL A candidate with political deli- 
rium tremens, a preacher with politi- 
cal snakes in his b^sts and an agitator 
drunk on the liquor question are the 
saddest sights in civilisation and they 
should all be forced to take the aolitp 
ical Keeley Cure. 

It Is far more important in govern- 
ment to make it easier for those who 
toil to eat than te make It more dif- 
flenlt for a few topers to drink. There 
is not one person in one hundred of 
our rural population that ever touches 
liquor but we all eat three times a 
day.
